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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the references cited do not 
recognize that a bubble curtain will last longer if the bubbles rise more slowly. This argument is not persuasive because Bernd teaches that 
small bubbles rise very small slowly, and would remain in the wake for a long time if they did not dissolve (Column 3). One of the purposes 
of the chemical additives in Bernd is to keep the bubbles from dissolving. Therefore, the chemical additives in Bernd keep the bubbles from 
dissolving and add to the rise time of the bubbles. Applicant argues that neither Bernd nor Costentino teaches that the additive should 
retard bubble coalescence or that the chemicals have bubble coalesence retardation properties. This argument is not persuasive because 
Bernd teaches that the chemical additive prevents breakdown and dispersal of the bubble while adding strength and durability. The added 
strength and durability of the individual bubbles keeps them from coalescing, and keeps the individual small bubbles in the wake. 
Costenino teaches that surface can be pretreated with chemical additives, and that these additives will still affect bubbles in a fluid in the 
area of the chemicals when the device is in use. Spraying, burshing, or soaking, or flushing are all normal ways to pretreat a surface. 
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
